


LEO JACOBS RECIPEINT OF POWRIE V. 
DOCTOR CHAIR OF DEAF STUDIES 

Leo M. Jacobs has been named the 
first recipient of the Powrie Vaux 
Doctor Chair of Deaf Studies for the 
1972-73 academic year. A native of 
California, Mr. Jacobs has been a 
teacher at the Berkeley School for the 
Deaf since the time of his graduation 
from Gallaudet in 1938. He later earned 
an MA in education from San Franeisco 
State College. 

During his stay at the College, he 
will be conducting seminars and writing 
a paper on the subject of deaf adults 
in our society. 

"T studied under Dr. Doctor for four 
years,'' he said, ''so I am extremely 
honored to be the first person to hold 
this chair established in memory of my 
good friend and teacher."

Laboratory is conducting a research 
project to test the ability of hearing 
impaired persons to understand speech 
in rooms when they use one or two 
hearing aids. The testing is being 
done in a special sound-treated class- 
room at Kendall.

COLLEGE RECEIVES GRANT 

The College has been awarded a two-year 
grant for ''Research on a Wearable Visual 
Aid to Speech Communication for Hearing 
Impaired Persons" by the Social Rehabili- 
tation Services Administration of the 
Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare. 

The Sensory Communication Research 
Laboratory will test, research, and 
analyze the device to aid hearing impaired 
persons in speech reading. The device 
was conceived and developed by Hubert 
Upton, who is chief electronics research 
engineer with the Bell Helicopter Co. of 
Fort Worth, Texas. 

The device is a special pair of glasses 
with tiny signal lights which flash into 
the eye when sound is received. It is 
particularly responsive to speech spunds 
which are difficult to lipread. 

James Pickett will adminster the $60,000 
- grant which will begin this September.
